I have to refer to Mr. Neary's letter to Supt. 
Findlay, an undated copy of which was received here, regarding 
Queen Charlotte Agency voucher No. 494 in favour of Kurt Lindner 
General Store, covering transportation of the teachers at the 
Messett School from the white village to the Reserve, payment 
of which was not approved. The attached vouchers No . 606 and 
Noa7apparently were submitted by Mr. Findlay prior to receipt 
of your letter and in view of all the circumstances I would ask 
that tne Depertment's decision with regard to peyment of these 
costs be reconsidered. 


In my letter of August 9th I pointed out that due to 
the condition of tne teacherage at the Massett school it would 
be necessary to secure other accommodation for tne teachers and 
recomended that the Department approve payment of rental for 4 
nouse in Massett and transportation charges, which would amount 
to approximately $378 for tne academic year. The alternative to 
this arrangement would have been an imnediate expenditure of 
almost $1000 to make the teacherage building habitable. 


Rental of the house to pe occupied by the teachers 
until such time as 4 new teacher's residence is erected was 
approved in Mr. Neary's letter of December 21st and in the 
absence of any advice to the contrary it was presumed that peyment 
of transportation charges was also approved. While I am aware 
that it is not the general policy of the Department to pay 
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travelling expenses for teachers, in this case I believe that 
payment is warranted.

The Treasury Board, under date of July 30, 
1948, T 352586 B, has issued a directive to Dominion Goverment 
Departments with reference to the transportation of employees at 
Government expense to and from their normal places of work of 
which the following excerpts sre called to your attention; 
"The Treesury Board hes considered the matter 
and they believe that in general, it is the 
responsibility of the employee to provide his 
own transpertation. On the other hand, the 
beard are aware that there are instances of an 
exceptdcnal nature where the Government ehould 
accept the responsibility but they believe that 
all such cleeses or cases should be approved by 
the board before the necessary arrangements are 
made for transportation at the Government's 
expense. The Bosrd direct: “That, commencing 
April 1, 1949, transportation of employees to and 
from their place of employment at Government 
expense will require approval by the Treasury Board. 
"Note: Trensportation of this nature whether or 
not it is properly authorized for 1g9he -49, 
will require the approval of the Bosrd for 


continuation beyond fpril 1, 1949. 
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The above ruling effects not only officials 
authorized to use their own personal car on Government business on 
a mileage besis but also those officials who customarily use 
Government owned cars tc proceed from their homes to their office 
and return from their cffice to their homes. 

May each individual case in the above 
mentioned classes be revieved and a full explanation be given if

As advised during our telephone conversation yesterday and 
as perhaps you had alresdy heard, tne Queen Charlotte Islands experienced an 
earthquake of considerable force on Sunday night, Aurust Zist. 


From redio reports it wouid appear that Masset was one spot 
which received about the heaviest shake-up. Fortunately no one wes hurt, although 
several elderly persons are auffering from nervous reaction to the experience. I 
am not exaggerating in the slightest ween I say that not only buildings and trees 
practically exeouted a dance but that the earth undulated in no uncertain fashion. 


Damage sustained was chiefly to brick chimmeys, house 
foundations and t'urnishings. ‘any homes have lost entire china cabinets contain- 
ing precious china. 


On the road lesding from kasset to the North Beach several 
cracks in the road are to be seen and at one spot the bottom o: the fissure 
cannot be seen nor can a small pebble dropped in be heard to nit bovtom.

irs. Findlay and I were out at the time of the heaviest 
quake and upon returning home found the place a regular shiunbles inside. lLook- 
cases wore knocked over, lamps toppled and smashed and pictures on the walis 
being at a 45 derree angle. 

‘ortunately the kitchen oil rance which had been left 
burning went out. I have the automatic shut off valve workinys so finely thet any 
undue vibrations cause the flow of oil to be cut off. 


Damage reported to date so far as the Agency is concerned 
is as follows: 


1. Masset School brick chimney damaged. 
2. Skidegate School brick chimey down. 


3. Crockery and dishes at Skidegate residence smashed. Hoth stoves

there were moved causing the pipes to come out of the chimney. 
Damage caused by this has not yet been assessede 


Agency Office at Masset droped 4 to 5 inehes at one corners The 
bkick chimney is cracked and the flashing has parted from the roof. 
The entire puilding is sprunfe 


Other parts of the Islands also suffered with 140,000 gailons 
of oil being lost at Cumshewa, wie: tanks fell into the Inlete 


The local Navy Signal Building suffered /2000.00 demare when 
a huge 5 foot chimney crashed through the roof and down to tt floor below. 


Since 9:05 pele On Sunday we have felt about » dozen more 
tremors, the last being about 8:50 last evening. 


Many people have not slept for two niphts and partioulerly 
on Sunday night did residents roam the vicinity as te minor tremors continued 
throughout the nighte 


As stated before we are fortunate tist no one wes hurt but 


even now a certain nervous tension still exists. sersonally I hope trere will be 
no repetition of the last weekend's excitement.

The teachers' residence at Skidegate was 
completed last year while the new residence at Masset 
was completed and ready for occupancy at the beginning 
of the present term. The Masset teacherage is a modern 
building complete with furnace, water and electricity. 

It is hoped that the excellent accomodation thus provided 
will be an attraction for teachers to remain loner than 
one term. 


Both day schools suffered from the earthquake 
of Aug. 21st. The most serious was the almost total 
collanse of the two brick chimneys at Skidegate School. 
These had to be dismantled and emergency pipe used in 
order to nermit school to start on time. Materials for 
these chimneys have been received and work in reconstruction 
will be commenced as soon as possible. 


Brick chimneys at Masset school were also 
damaged although not as extensively as at Skidegate. 
RKenairs to these and to stove pipes which collapsed have 
been completed.

Am account ror iabor, renaiting shingles and 
other rep@irs to the teacher's former residence, 
anounting to $19.uU is also enclosed. ho authority 
was ootadnmed for this work as the need or having it 
done was only knovwm at the time or my visit to 
Massett. ‘This house,which has two small rooms and 
Kitchen,is situated avout a mile rrom the village 
and for this reason is most unsuited as a residence 
tor the teacher. It has not been occupied for some 
years and is falling rapida.iy into disrepair. As Mr. 
Mitchell had his men worxing at the school 1 thought 
it a ravorabie opportunity ot having temporary repairs 

y carried out, untit the matter could be taken up 
the Department. As it may not again be used as 
eacher's residence,i woula recommend that it be 
sold tor what it is worth- possibly {2U0.0U, otherwise 
it is guing to be a source of continual expense in keep- 
ing ,it in repair.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 18th ult. enclosing copy of Department's 
reply to 4 communication received trom lin. L-H. Baillie. 


Matters concerning which Mr.Jaillie has 
written have already been prought to my attention, 
out principally on account of the large sum already 
expended on the Agency house this year, I did not 
‘consider it advisable to recommene eurthner expenditures 
jat the present time. 


With regard to tne papering of the dwelling. 
ag the rooms are well lined anc neatly finished with 
dressed lumber, it docs not seem necessary to have 
them papered, at least for the present. 


As to the condition of the well, tnere is no 
doupt that furtaer repairs will be necessary, Sanu a 
new water tank put in; an expenditure of 4,10. was au- 
tnorized recently to put the well in temporary shape. 


Mir.Baillie states that if a fence was 
around tne house, he would be able to keep hens 
sowse He has alreauy 0ee! in residence a year 
half ana to my ynowledge has not attempted to uo any 
or take an interest in the appearance 
+ whatsoever during that time, and I 
very much 4 ubt whether he would ever have the energy 
to keep livestock, although it would mean much to his 
family.

Following the appointments of miss L.J.Brunton 
end Mrs. J. Fray as teachers at the Massett Indian Dey 
School, this office received numerous complaints with 
respect to the condition of the teacherage, lack of 
furnishings, water supply etc., culminating in both 
teachers threatening to resim at Christmas if the 
comitions complained of were not remedied. 


Mr. Indian Agent Phillips being absent on holiday leave 
during September it was not possible to immediately obtain 
a report on the situation but from information now to hand 
it would appear that although conditions were somewhat 
exaggerated, the teachers have some grounds for complaint. 


Full details and cost of the requirements have not 
yet been received, but it would appear from information 
available that an expenditure of approximately #500.00 
will be necessary to secure the furnishings and equipment 
requested and to carry out urgent repairs. 


Although this office was not aware of it until now, 
it would appear that the conditions at the Massett teacherage 
may have contributed largely to our difficulty in retaining 
the services of competent teachers at the school and if 
funds are available, I consider it would be wise to supply 
whatever furnishings are necessary to make the teachers 
reasonably comfortable, and to carry out minor essential 
repairs this year and possibly paint and redecorate the 
entire building next year if necessary.

Yies Nonnison might reach Victoria in 
time for the opening of Summer School, The school days June 
2%=27 nad been made up by tescling extra daye ©s shown on the 
Benior teschere Quarterly Report. 


2. Both teschers informed me that 13 wae not their 
Antention to return to Massett .emt term, They were told to 
submit t eir written resignations if they ha’ so decided. 
Despite their assurances that thie would be done, «11 reports 
were tur ed in but no resignations received, I am weiting 
Mre. Conroy at Victoria recuesting such. 


3, From reports received, it would appear thet 
tie teacvers residence |ad been entered once dur .g tie year 
in their absence and personal property scattered t roughout 
the house. 


On Sunday, June 15th tie teachers were awakened 
at 5 a.m. by a noise seemingly caused by someone prowling 
near windows. They soared off the intruder anv at tie same 
time recognised him. To Mre. Conroys surprise it was one 
of the school boys in Ler room, Horace Yeltataie. 


The boy, later in the day, gave no expisnation 
for hie actions and bie teacher reports him to be one of tie 
quietest of pupile though extremely slow enc backward in his 
work. Inquiries vade in tie village reveal tie fact that the 
boy is considered “queer®. lle las never been known to take 
anything or molest anyone, but lae a habit of continually 
prowling arovnd houses a#! #11 hours. His sother of course 
defende him as being innocent of #11 intent to do mischief. 


Members of the Counoil, the B.C.Provincial 
Policeman and I #11 talked to ‘Jorace ond it is to be hoped 
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thet it had some effect. After careful consideration end by 
st of Mre. Conroy, no further action was taken. 
4, On Thursday morning, June 19th I received an urgent 
phome call from Miss Donnison to come to te school. Upon my arre- 
ival I was told tie following facts. 


“4 siz o'clock tit eolhen. while sleeping in bed 
Miss Donnison received a terrific blow on tie left side of tre 
face. Awakening sud enly both sie and Mre. Conroy saw a man's 
figure leap down the steire and disappear. It wo 1d appear that 
he broke into tie house through the beck doo@, entered the bed- 
room, delivered tie blow and ran escaping by the back door. The 
action happened so quickly and both teaciers were in such & daze 
that tiey cold not Adentify the intruder. Tne only description 
they co 1d give was thet le ad a brown coct and rn in bare feet, 


Imme iately I investigated the possibility of the 
previous i trucer having resérned(t ¢ boy Horsce was at school) 
but toere was no evidence of tie boy being out of bed at that 
time of morning on the 19th. 


Calling a Council Meeting, and et the B.C. 
Provincial Constable bring in two youn), men who had been suspected 
of prowling eround houses I inquired furt er. Tie two young men 
established satisfactory alibis and were allowed to go. The 
Council members sre greatly concefned over tie affair end when I 
stressed the seriousness of the situation end pointec out the fact 
that the reputation of the Massett Reserve was st stake, they took 
the responsibility of attemptine to discover by their own methods, 
the identity of the intruder. Trey realize too, tit such assite 
uation might make it extremely diffioult to obtain teacters for 

t eir children. 


If it had been the intention of Mre. Conroy to 
possibly return for enotherterm, t is incident must certainly 
influence ser egeinst doing sod 


It, was most unfortunete thet such © thin should 
happen at all, but taking place as it (id on the eve of their dep= 
arture from Massett was a deplorable climsx to their term's work. 


Needless to say, they, were extremely nervous 
about remaining in the residence on Thursday night, June 19th and 
I instructec them to spend t)t night in the hotel at New Massett. 
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enclose a voucher covering votel ciarges, and uncer the 
circumstances recommend t):t it be passed for payment. 


Investigation into the matter is still being carried 
on, and it ie my intention, should tie culprit be apprehended 
to press charges, if necessary. 


Upon further developments, if any, « report will be 
submitted to tie Commissioner. When the teec ers’ resignations 
are received they shall be forwarded, and in tie meantime, 
advice as to filling the vacancies will be appreciated.

I wish to submit the following report concerning the 
teachers at the Massett Indian Day School. 


1. School closed on Friday June 20th, in order that 
Mrs. Conroy and Miss Donnison might reach Victoria in time for 
the opening of Summer School. The school days June 23-27 had 
been made up by teaching extra days as shown on the Senior 
teachers Quarterly Report. 


2. Both teachers informed me that it was not their 
intention to return to Massett next term. They were told to sub- 
mit their written resignations if they had so decided. Despite 
their assurances that this would be done, all reports were 
turned in but no resignation received. I am writing Mrs. Conroy 
at Victoria requesting same. 


3. From reports received, it would appear that the 
teachers residence had been entered once during the year in 
their absence and personal property scattered throughout the 
house, 


On Sunday, June 15th the teachers were awakened at 
5 a.m. by a noise seemingly causea by someone prowling near 
windows. They scared off the intruder and at the same time 
recognized him. To Mrs. Yonroy's surprise it was one of the 
school boys in her room, Horace Yeltatzie. 


The boy, later in the day, gave no explanation for 
his actions and his teacher reports him to one of the quietest 
of pupils though extremely slow and backward in his work. 
Inquiries made in the village reveal the fact that the boy is 
considered "queer", He has never been known to take anything 
or molest anyone, but has a habit of continually prowling around 
houses at all hours. His mother of course defends him as being 
innocent of all intent to do mischief, 


Members of the Council, the B.C. Provincial Policeman 
and I all talked to Horace and it is to be hoped that it had some 
effect. After careful consideration and by request of Mrs. Conroy 
no further action was taken. 


4. On Thursday morning, June 19t I received an urgent 
phone call from Miss Donnison to come to the school. Upon my 
arrival I wastold the following facts. 


At six o'clock that morning, while sleeping in bed 
Miss Donnison received a terrific blow on the left side of the 
face. Awakening suddenly both she and Mrs. Conroy saw a man's 
figure leap down the stairs and disappear. It would appear that 
he broke into the house through the back door, entered the bed- 
room, delivered the blow and ran escaping by the back door, The 
action happened so quickly and both teachers were in such a daze 
that they could not identify the intruder. The only description 
they could give was that he had a brown coat and ran in bare 
feet. 
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Immediately I investigated the possibility of the 
previous intruder having returned (the boy Horace was at 
school) but tnere was no evidence of the boy being out of bed 
at that time of morning on the 19th. 


Calling a Council Meeting, and having the B.C. 
Provincial Constable bring in two young men who had been 
suspected of prowling around houses I inquired further. The 
two young men established satisfactory alibis and were allowed 
to go. The Council members are greatly concerned over the 
affair and wnen I stressed the seriousness of the situation 
and pointed out the fact that the reputation of the Massett 
Reserve was at stake, they took the responsibility or attempting 
to discover by their own methods, the identity of the intruder. 
They realize too, that such a situation might make it extremely 
difficult to obtain teachers for their children. 


If it had been the intention of Mrs. Conroy to pos- 
sibly return for another tern, tnis incident must certainly 
{nfluence her against doing so. 


It was most unfortunate that such a thing should 
happen at all, but taking place as it did on the eve or their 
departure from Massett was a deplorable climax to their term's 
work. 


Needless to say, they were extremely nervous about 
nervous about remaining in the residence on Thursday night, 
June 19th and I instructed them to spend that night in the hotel 
at New Massett. I enclose a voucher covering hotel charges 
and under the circumstances recommend that it be passed for 
payment. 


investigation into the matter is still being carried 
on, and it is my intention, should the culprit be apprehended 
to press charges, if necessary. 


Upon further developments, if any, a report will be 
submitted to the Commissioner. when the teachers’ resignations 
are received they shall be forwarded, and in the meantime, advice 
as to filling the vacancies will be appreciated.

I have your telegram regarding construction of a 
teachers residence at Masset and submit the following as a preliminary report. 


1. I em in accordance with the proposal of constructing a new teachers 
residence at Masset as soon as possible but there are several factors 
which must be considered very carefully. 


A house similar to that being erected at Skidegate would most definitely 
not be suitable for Masset. 


On May 7th. I compiled and submitted a table showing the possible number 
of school age children during the next several years. These figures would 
tend to indicate that the Masset School building will have to be enlarged 
and in due time four or five teachers appointed. Should this develop, 
there is no reason why Junior High Grades should not be taught. This would 
most likely mean that a male Principal end three or four other teachers 
would eventually form the teaching staff at Masset Indian Day School. 


Although the problem of increased school accomodation oan be considered 
later, the above facts must be considered when a decision is being reached, 
as to the size of the proposed house. It would be a most regrettable error 
if the Department insisted on constructing a residence now to accomodate 

two or three teachers without taking into consideration the question of 
future requirements as a result of the increasing Indian population at Masset. 


A three bedroom house would suffice at the present time, if the Department 
understands that in the event of a larger teaching staff being employed 
added accomodation would have to be provided. 


Should, for imstance, in the near future, this school 
develop into a Junior High, and a male principal, plus three or four teachers 
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be employed, a small separate cottage could be built to accomodate 
the principal, whether he be single or married, and the residence 
proposed now ocoupied by the remainder of the staff. 


I cannot stress this point too strmgly, since 
it is my conviction that it will mot be very long before increased 
school facilities will have to be provided at Masset. 


Smould it be decided to proceed now the following points are important. 


(a) Site: The existing residence should be dismantled and the 
new structure erected on the seme site. In this respect 
I would recommend that the old building be alloted to 
a Masset Indian for dismantling and removal. 


Model "K" as shown in the Multi-flex booklet, 40' x 28' 
provides for 3 bedrooms. Model “M" is not satisfastory 
despite having 100 sq. ft. more floor space. This latter 
model has a hall way which, if all doors are closed, would 
be in practically complete darimess. In this part of the 
country, all light possible is needed. 


Basement: There should be a full basement. This will mean oxtra 
labor in excavation but for reasons of heating, storgge 
space, etc. the basement should be included. 


Heating: Furnace, automatic oil burning, should be installed. 


Oil-burning kitchen range. Fireplace should also be inc- 
luded. 


Plumbing: Masset has no water system and it is proposed that a 
concrete cistern be built in the basement to hold rain water. 
Inside plumbing to be installed with complete pressure pusp 
system and service tank. Septic tank fa drainage. 


Lighting: There is no power in Masset Reserve and an 800 Watt A.C. 
60 cyole Power Plant should be installed. This will supply 


light and power fa pumping water from cistern to service 
tank. 


Furnishings: The house would need new furnishings, with the exception/ 
of dinette set and 2 beds which are the only items in good 
condition. Linoleum ani window blinds, eto. will have to be 
provided.

It is obvious that this cannot be built for $5000.00, 
and a quick estimate of all materials required would indicate a cost of 
approximately $6500.00, inoluding an allowance for freight charges. I 
cannot see where the house, as described above oan be erected for much 
lews tran $10,000.00. I would not like to undertake supervisim of the 
construction unless it was understood that funds up to that amomt were 
available. 


The question arises as to whether the same building 
could be erected for less by purchasing all frame materials at the local 
sawaidl. Freight charges on this would be saved, but all other items 
including windows, doors, interior lining, etc., would have to be shipped 
in. Time would actually be saved by the erection of a pre-fab building 
since these items are inoluded in the house purchase. 


Mr. Phillips will undertake the work on a labor contract 
basie but I cannot furnish any definite estimate of this until a decision is 
reached by the Department. 


Should a decision to build now be definitely reached, I 
strongly urge that the following points be thoroughly considered. 


1. Model "K" house, 
The problem of future accomodation be kept in mind. 
Construction be made on the basis of points (a) - (ge). 


Funds up to $10,000.00 be available if needed.

I refer to Mr. Findlay's letter of September 
llth concerning the above. It is noted that Mr. Findlay 
anticipates a very rapid crowth in the enrolment at the 
above mentioned school and has recommended that provision 
be made for the construction of a three room block at this 
school and at the same time keep in mind the possibility of 
the employment of an additional three teachers, 


At the present time we nave some 25 pupils 
enrolled at the wasset Junior, Senior High School and it 
seems that the Board is sympathetic to the admission of 
Indian pupils to their schools. It would therefore seem 
advisable to secure the Board's reaction to a joint building 
programme which would enable Indian pupils from the Masset 
Reserve to be enrolled in the Provincial School in Grades 
4 and up. I do not feel that we should consider the ex- 
tention of the Masset Indian School to include junior high 
school grades when these may be enrolled in the “rovincial 
school ané I believe that we should approach the Board to 
see if at a later date we may increase the number of Indian 
pupils attendine the «rovincial school. 


I might add that in addition to the 25 pupils 
enrolled at the Masset Provincial School there are 27 
pupils enrolled at residential schools. uven if it is 
possible to secure the admission of grades 4 and above to 
the Frovincial school the number of school ase pupils on 
the Masset Keserve will still warrant the employment of 
three teachers for grades 1 to 3 inclusive.

I would say that March lst would be the earliest 
date now upon which work could be safely started. 


In the meantime a decision ss to how to dispose of

During the Auditor's recent visit to the Queen Charlotte 
Agency office, if was brought to his attention that two accounts 
with Kurt Lindner General Store were outstending, and on making 
enquiries of Mr. Findley, we learned that these were for materials 
supplied in September of last year for the Masset Teacher's residence, 
and further that although Mr. Findley was aware thet certain accounts 
with this Merchant were outstanding, he did not connect these with 
the accounts in question for the reason thet, as explained in his 
letter of October 13th with enclosures, attached, he had prepared 
an explanatory letter and a voucher which apparently, however, never 
left his office. 


Mr. Findlay felt that the responsibility in this matter 
was entirely his and it was not reasonable to expect the Department 
to pay an account which had been outstanding for over a year, and 
for which the Department had no knowledge and consequently, he paid 
it himself. Although we appreciate Mr. Findlay's feelings in the 
matter, the expenditures covered by his Voucher No. 599 are legitimate 
charges against the Department and it is felt that Mr. Findley should 
be re-imbursed.

made out of Silver and Gold coins, (hand carved) ,the 
collecting of spruce roots for Besket making will also 
have to be considered.

I have received a letter from Acting Indian Agent 
Phillips in which he refers to Inspector Barry's recommenda~ 
tions regarding vocational training in the Massett and 
Skidegate Indian Day Schools. Mr. Phillips no doubt refers 
to the Inspector's reports on the Massett Indian Day School 
of May 28th, 1956, and May 17th,1937, and to reports on the 
Skidegate Indian Day School of May 30, 1956, end May 15, 1937. 


It will be recalled that the Massett and Skidegate 
Indian Day Schools open on October lst yearly and close on May 
Slste The period during which vocational training might best 
pe given in these schools is from November to March, inclusive. 
The Inspector has recommended that authority be given to Acting 
Indian Agent Phillips to arrange for instruction in vocational 
training at Massett and Skidegate Indian Day Schools at a sum 
not to exceed 100.00 at each school. Capt. Barry states that 
50¢ per week for one lesson each week would be sufficient, and the 
total sum suggested to cover the salary of the two instructors, 
Boys' and Girls’, at each school would be a little less than 
$50.00 for each school yeare The remaining $50.00 of the sum 
suggested by the Inspector for each school would be used to cover 
the cost of the materials required. I concur in the recommenda- 
tions of Inspector Barry in this connection, and would be glad to 
be advised if authority may be given to Acting Agent Phillips to 
make arrangements for such instruction in the two Day Schools of 
his Agency.

These ladies have been for the last year carrying on 
educational and evangelistic work among the Indians on the 
Mamalillikulla Reserve which is about 15 miles from Alert 
Bay « 

I reported on this work Fevruary 28,1925.The Village 
ie small for the services of two paid workere,There are 
nineteen pupils of School age enrolled.With this number 
of pupils the school work will justify the expenditure of 
the. money necessary to make the school efficient. 

My recommendation, therefore,would be that as there 
is no assurance that the Alert Bay plant will be enlarged 
in the near future,provision should be made at once to 


carry on educational work on this Reserve, . 
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Then regarding the employment of a FieldeMatron, I do 
not know whether there is an urgent need for a worker of 
this kind or not.With the Hospital at Alert Bay to deal 
with serious cases,I have doubt ase to the need of of @ 

such a worker.0n the other hand it will be difficult to 


get one worker to remain with the work.

I have had word from Mies Nixon, your teacher 
at Village Island, that her health is greverry going to 
demand her retiring from that post in September of this 
present year. 

As you know, I think, thie effort of Mies 
Nixon's has been much apprecisted by the Indians at 
Village Island and, on the whole, I om persuaded that she 
has made some real procress with the younger children there. 

trust, therefore, that there will be no quest- 
ion in your mind but that we should continue the good work. 
During thie Winter Miss Nixon, facing the possibility of the 
action outlined above, had had living with her, and sharing 
in the work, a Mies Yeomans. 

From what I can gather Miss Yeomans is promising 
very well as a teacher end is apparently deeply interested 
in the welfare of the Indians. 

I am anxious, therefore, to know if you would 
let me nominate Mise Yeomans to take Miss Nixon's place this 
Autumn, if the latter finds that she, as she anticipates, 
mist give up. 


Again, at Alert Bay Mies Didben is considering 
the possibility of retiring from her port. Nothing is 


| settled as yet, but very naturally I am anxious to secure 
| your mind in regard to this position as well. 


I am sure Miss Dibven's work has been well worth- 
while and if you are willing I should be glad to put myself 
to the task of trying to find a successor. This time it 
might be possible to find some one who has been even better 
trained than Miss Dibben in modern Social Service work, 8l- 
though, of course, the salary that you are able to pay will 
hardly be big enough for a fully trained worker. Perhaps,

Mr. Barry, Inspector of Indian Schools for 
the Province of British Columbia, in a report on his 
recent inspection of the Vamaliliikulla Indian Day 
School, stetes that the work being performed by Miss 
Marion £. Wixon, the present teacher, is not very 
satisfactory. He also statee that this school will 
not be a success until there is ae trained teacher in 
charge, and that Miss Nixon informed ham that she was 
resigning at the end of the school year. The Inspector 
further states that he was informed Mies Phyllis 
Yeoman, who acts at present as assistant teacher, would 
be recommended to succeed Mies Nixon. 


The Inspector stated that he was much 
opposed to the appointment of Mies Yeoman, as she has 
no certificate or training, 2sn¢ would not, in his opinion, 
prove en efficient teacher. He strongly recommends 
that the services of a fully qualified teacher be obtained 
for this echool, and I should be pleased if you would 
give this matter your consideration and nominate a 
qualified teacher for the next school year. Please 
forward the name, qualifications and experience of the 
teacher whom you recommend for the position.

Miss Nixon informs me that she 
ie resigning her position at the end of the present school 
year. under that Mise Phyllis Yeoman, who acts at present 
ae an assistant teacher, will be recommended for the vacant 
post. I am very much opposed to the appointment of iiss Yeoman, 
as this lady hes no certificate or training, and would not in 
my opinion prove an efficient teacher. 


4 desks that should be at this school are at Fort 
Rupert. No other equipment has been supplied to this school. 
bngees 4 wishes to have paper towels and paper handkerchiefs for 
he school. 


There is one building used as & schoolroom. This 
belongs to the Anglican Church, and was built in 1927 fora 
gchool. It is about 26 ft. by 22 ft. 


There is one blackboard about 36 ft. by 4 ft. 
Health:- ‘The children hed bad colds during the month of Februar 


Length of Session:- School is in session from 10 a.m. to 12 and 
from 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. 


Methods of Instruction:- No professional methods are used. I 
did my best to show the teachers how to teach certain key sub- 
jects, by giving Demonstration Lessons in Number Work and Read- 
ing. I described how Reading and Number Charts could be con- 
structed and used. 


Control:- ‘The control of the class was very weak. 
Course of Study:- I provided the teacher with the latest Course 
of Study. 

he teachers consider that many of the children at 
this school are sub-normal. This is not so. The reason that the 
teachere think this is that they fail to get the proper response 
from the children, due in my opinion to the lack of ability to 
present a lesson. 


Standing of School:- The standing of this school is not very 
satisfactory. A trained teacher is necessary here.

But from 
what I know of the place personally, and from what Miss 
Nixon telle me, it is a grave question if, in the first 
place, a qualified teacher could possibly be satisfied 
with the conditions thet prevail in such a school; and 
secondly, whether she herself could get inte touch with 
> these children. I imagine Mr. Barry himself is so new 
s eat this work that he hardly appreciates the tremendous 
difficulties attached to it. 
In other words, the one who teaches these 
children has to be prepsred to go down into the village 
and do all kinds of work among the parents and children 
themselves put of school hours.

As promised in my note to you some weeks 
ago, I called at Village Island, while on my visit 
to Alert Bay, and went carefully into the matter of 
school affairs there. 

Since my return I have talked the whcele 
Subject through with both Inspector Barry and Commiss- 
loner Ditchburn. 

Inspector Barry has cenvinced me that the 
possibility of Miss Yeoman qualifying for teaching work 
is rather small,end I think I am prepared now to with- 
draw my advocacy of her appointment. 

The Commissioner, the Inspector end I have 
decided that we all cught te work tegether in this 
matter and secure a Church of Englend qualified teacher 
who will also be interested from the missionery point 
of view. I am not without hope, therefore, shat we 
may be able to secure someone who will satisfy us all 
and fulfil the several points we are desirous of secur- 
ing in this teacher.

The suggestion which I fina we sre all in 
favour of is that we should combine the nurse at 
the Industrial School with the Field liatron in she 
Village, if this meets with the Department's approval;

There are many considerations which commend 
this precedure. TI think I should Plece first the 
srowing sympathy that i¢ ought to produce between the 
Villege and the School. Then, the combining cf the 
positions will enable us to pay a better salary with- 
out demanding more from either the Depertment or the 
Church Commission. Again, the dual pesition would mean 
a greater challenge to the right kind of nurse,and she 
would also have the companionship at meals,and other 
times, of a larger body of persens all interested 
together in this Indian work,

The Village Island School seems satis- 

factory under the present arrangement, and I gather 
from Capt. Barry, School Inspector, good progress 
is being made, but unfortunately, owing to the pote 
lach activities in this particular portion of the 
Agency during the past winter, the attendance has not been 
as good as desired, However, a separate report has been 
made on this problem, and it is hoped with the plans we 
have in mind, that the Yepartment will do all in their 
Rover to help solve this difficulty. The school at 

lllage Island I understand is owned by the Church, 
but the Department are expected to pay for the running 
expenses and upkeep. I am under the opinion all day 
school buildings where we have the school definitely 
established should be taken over by the Department, 
and the title vested in the Crown asthese buildings 
are all located on reserves, I am also of the opinion 
in the best interests of all concerned, our schools 
and arrangements for the education of indian children 
should be slowly segregated so that the responsibility 
will eventually rest entirely with the Department. 

I understand the salary cheques of certain teachers 

in our day schools come through the Columbia Coast 
Mission which would appear the teachers come more or 
less under their jurisdiction, I am merely drawing 
this to the Department's attention through the fact 

at times when this arrangement exists certain pressure 
1s brought upon the Department to undertake work which 
in our opinion 1s not practical or necessary, For 
this reason I feel if all the day schools were 
controlled entirely by the Department and arrange- 
ments made through this d@fice, more efficiency would 
be the outcome and the administration less confusing,

UndeyY date of June 24th His Lordship Bishop 
Schofield of the Diocese of British Columbia, in a letter 
written to the JPepartment, copy of which he forwarded this 
office for ourfinformation, recommended to the Department 
the appointmegft of Miss Bowden of 2312 Wark Street, Victoria, 
B.C., to sucgeed Miss Dora P. White ae teacher of the Indian 
Day School Village Island. 


I have carefully perused His Lordship's letter, 

and do not 4ltogether agree with some of the remarks he has 
made therei in which he says, “One of the difficulties of 
Village Island has been to keep the children in 600d enough 
health to be regular at the school." Personally, I do not 

feel this is fair to the Field Matron, Miss K.J. O'Brien, M.Boie3 
even though Miss O'Brien is not a fully qualified nurse, never- 
theless her care of the Indian children at Village Island has 
been remarkable and very satisfactory indeed. Our difficulty 
in having the children attend this school regularly is through 
the fact quite a number of the families go trapping in the 
winter time as well as being late returning from the fishing 
rounds, together with potlatch activities which affect the 
school attendance. 


It is also noted in His Lordship's recommendation 
of Miss Bowden that she is a graduate of the Victoria Normal 
School with a second-class interim certificate which he states 
he is sure will be gladly renewed by the Department. His 
Lordship also mentions Miss Bowden is a fully qualified nurse, 
and that she is at present employed on the permanent staff of 
the Jubilee Hospital at Victoria, B.C. We feel with so many 
teachers carrying first-class certificates out of employment 
in British Columbia, it is hardly fair to appoint one who is 
now employed in the nursing profession to a position as teacher 
of this school where the term has always been somewhat short. 


However as it has been the Department's policy to 
be guided more or less by the Bishop's nomination, I do not wish 
to interfere as I realize it is not every type of person who 
will fit into this particular location, This nomination has 
been discussed with Mr. Phalen who only yesterday visited this 
Agency, and it was decided to leave the matter entirely with 
the Department.

Replying to your letter of January 27th last file #215-6-9952, 
I beg to advise you the question of opening the Mamalillikulle Indian 
Day School has been under consideration since last mid-summer. 


In your letter of August 26th last, file No. 215-6-6462, you 
stated the department felt that unless the number of children available 
to attend is much larger than during the last quarter the school was in 
operation, it is doubtful if it would be advisable to re-open this 
school. 


In view of this I immediately undertook a survey to find out 
how many pupils would be available to attend school and soughtthe 
co-operation and help of Miss X. J. O'Brien, M.B.i. We had three 
different conferences over this matter and as we were unable to find 
sufficient children, reporting the matter to you was delayed hoping 
that something might change the situation whereby sufficient children 
could be found and the school opened. 


In the meantime Miss Hanuse, now Mrs. David Dawson, got married, 
and when I approached her again about teaching school she informed me 
that she did not think she cared to. 


Recently Mrs. Lucy, who was Matron in charge of the Preventor- 
jum at Alert Bay, has moved to Village Island to make her home with 
Miss O'Brien and I understand that in order to find something to do 
she has undertaken to teach the four (4) or five (5) children who are 
in the village. A Yew days ago another family returned which will 
now make the attendance eight (8), I am given to understand, but this 
4s all that will be attending so faras Ican learn. 


I do not know what Mrs. Lucy's qualifications are as a teacher, 
but presume it would be better than having the school closed. If the 
department felt they could afford to open the school for eight '(8) 
pupils and if Mrs. Lucy's services would be satisfactory and she would 
give us an undertaking to hold school regu. and that her work as 
teacher would come first before village nurse, I would be in favor of 
having her appointed to this school for the balance of the term; 
which could not be longer “than May Sist, as the Indians will be leav- 
ing at thet time. 
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The whole situation is very unsatisfactory and it 
is regretted that- the one or two families who live there with 
children are deprived of an opportunity to educate their children 
— other Indians choosing to live elsewhere rather than: at

I have tried every conceivable means of finding a way in which 
Mamalillikulla Indian Day School can be opened for academic term 
1949-50 with the amount of funds approved by the Department for repairs 
to temporary building for teacherage, and I find it impossible. The 
funds provided are not sufficient to repair the proposed building in 
order to make it livable in an isolated location such as Village Island. 
There are no conveniences of any kind, no plumbing or water in the 
building, and people are going to insist on having a bath once in a 
while, Should the Department approve of sufficient expenditure there 
de no one available now to make all these repairs in order to get the 


school opened at the beginning of the term. 


The confusion has arisen through the fact that School Inspector 
Davey, yourself and the writer did not examine the Bell home carefully 
when visiting the village. At that time we could not get a key to get 
into the building; otherwise, we would have known that it would have 
taken considerable money to complete the construction, and therefore 
in all probability would not have entertained the renting of that 
building. As you know I consulted Henry Bell immediately after to 
ascertain whether he would rent the building to the Department for a 
teacherage, with the understanding that he would finish the construction 
of the building, inetall plumbing and have the building ready for 
occupancy at the beginning of the school term. When I checkeg up ten 
days ago to find out how the work was progressing he informed me that 
he had not commenced the work and that he did not now have time and 
refused to give us any co-operation. 


It was at this stage I immediately went to Village Island to 
find out if there was any other building that could be used as a 
teacherage, and my long distance ' phone call to School Inspector Davey 


wes the result of this trip.

I have now come to the opinion that it is useless for us to try 
and open this school this year when we cannot find a proper place to 
accommodate the teacher. I am, therefore, recommending that this school 
not be opened this year due to circumstances beyond our control. At the 
present time school supplies have been ordered and no doubt are in transit. 
These are being shipped in-cere-cf this office and will be received and 
put in storage here until the new school is built. We have also sutmitted 
a requisition for a new oil-buming heater for this school. As it has not 
been ordered by this office would you please cancel this requisition dated 


July 9th, 1949. 


We have no further commitments other than the Department has for- 
warded this office an accountable cheque in the amount of $105.00, which 
was to be used for rent for the building we originally proposed to rent 
from Mr. Henry Bell. This money will be returned to Ottawa once the 
decision is concurred in by your office and School Inspector Devey not 
to open the school this term. 


I regret having to inform you that I cannot find it possible to 
open this school for the reasons given above, as I was most anxious to 
have this school opened, particularly when School Inspector Davey was 
able to obtain the services of a teacher whose Mother would be able to 
accompany him to this isolated place. 


Reviewing this particular school situation a little further, it 
now seems to me we have two alternatives: We should consider the erecting 
of the new school and teecherage at an early date so that any funds spent 
in connection with this school will be of a permanent nature, or the 
Department be prepared to spend sufficient funds (approximately $400.00 
in addition to the $200.00 for the purchase of the building) on the Church 
building which would make it livable until we could get the new school and 
teacherage built. If the Department wished, some of the necessary funcs 
could be used from the Welfare Vote, as the building will be given to an 
Indian when no longer required by the Department. 


If some plan along this line could be worked out, it is possible 
the school might be opened later this fall when we are able to obtain 
help to have the necessary repairs completed to the building.

This is quite true, a8 His Lordship 
Bishop Schofield _was at Alert Bay and practically all the chil- 
dren of Village Island were here being confirmed by him, and I 
presume Miss hite did not think it necessary to hold school 
with one or two children only. 


I trust this explains the matter fully to the 
Department and that they will forward her her cheque without 
any undue delay.

The Department is in receipt of your letter 
of the first instant, with reference to the claim of 
Miss Hughina Bowden, teacher of the Mamalillikulla 
Indian Day School, for an additional $3.00.

Your letter No. 156-13-3 in connection with 
the claim of Miss Hughina Bowden, teacher of the Mamalillikulle 
Indian Day School for the balance of her November salary in

While I agree with you that possibly the strict 
interpretation of the regulations has been carried out through 
the fact that she stated her duties commenced on the 2nd rather 
than the lst through an error, nevertheless the Department's 
refusal to recognise Miss Bowden's apparent claim is making it 
rather awkward for myself and might appear to the Church as 
hardly good enough under the circumstances should they take 
the matter up. 


While I do not wish to refer to the matter any 
further over such a small amount as three dollars, I cannot 
help but feel that we are making @ mistake in not satisfying 
this claim. It is my desire to have the goodwill and full 
co-operation from all employees of this Agency and small 
matters of this kind often work to our disadvantace in the 
long run, and as stated in my previous letter, I do not wish 
this to lead into unnecessary correspondence, nevertheless I 
am afraid unless the Department can see their way clear to pay 
Miss Bowden this amount she will take the matter up with the 
Church which I did not wish to happen.

I beg to submit, herewith, a letter received from 
the Rev. Father. E. Allard. 0.M.I. who is and has been 
in charge of all R.C. Mission work in this part of the 
Stikine Agency. 


He has already established a Church in the Townsite of 
Telegraph Vreek, which is his Headquarters. He has cone 
structed @ small log Cabin, which is usedas a Church, on 
the Dease Lake Reserve, at Dease “ake, which is"ised en 
route to the Interior, At Mc Dames Creek, the centre of 
the Cassiar District, he has established quite a large 
Church combined as a R.C. Mission School also, Last 
summer he brought up with him Father Bosie, a very fine 
personage, as his assistant, and who went on foot to the 
Caribou Hide district - 250 miles south east of this point. 


Yather BE. Allard now wishes permigsion to erect a smell 
Church buélding combined witn a school house on one of the 
five Indian Reserveg already laid out, at Liard Post B.C. 


Enclosed is submitted a very rough sketch of the ground 
and buildings around the Liugd Post, but it will at least 
show the location of the proposed R.C. Mission building. 


Last Fall the Rev. Father mentioned that he was having 
logs cut for this purpose, but would later on ask permission 
to locate and build, It is understood now that the logs 
are being cut on the back of one of these Reserves. 


He also asked if the Department would object to the 
few half-breed youngsters of that district being allowed 
to attend the School, after it got under operation, 


Father Allard is doing very good work in the Interior, 
but his efforts in and around the Town of Yelegraph Creek 
does not seem to have any lasting effect, and is noneexiste- 
ant in the winter months. In other words, R.C. Missions 
seem to be more suited for wild interior districts, 


Therefore, as the Anglican Mission does not bother 
about matters outeside the district of Telegraph Creek, it 
1s sincerely thought that Permission should be granted to 
the R.C. Authorities to construct a Mission at jard Post 
Reserve, which would serve for the attendance of about 25 
Indian children at the present time,

On the reserve and’ sotiewhat back from the R.C. 
Church but on a good dry level sandy bench, has deen con tructed 
a very fine and large Log Building, with a good upper floor 
space. It is intended to be used as 4 school, and so remove 
the present school work outside the Church Building. Great 
credit must be given the Rev. Father ©. Allard who hus con- 
sistantly pushed this work forward. 


The youngsters were examined and found to have 
made good progress, they were dressed better than has been 
noticed ere this, and heir copy books were neat and tidy. Much 
good drawing was seen, whilst the elder ones could read and 
write, sufficient to use an Zaton's catalogue. However the work 
so caused is more than one man can do, however good his 
intentions are, and it is sincerely and kindly thought that 
Father Allard is trying to do too much. 


If it were possible for him to obtain a teacher 
for the summer months, and so turn that part of his liission 
over to his helper, he would then be free to give more 
attention to the sadly wanted sanitary conditions all over 
the reserve. These Indians are nomads, and move from one 
district to another, mostly when their camps become so iirty 
that even they stay there no long r, so it will be seen that 
during the summer stay at the Post their camp sites get to 
be disgusting. If this matter could be arranged the McDames 
Band would benefit zreatly, it is really more important than the 
attention given to the youngsters attending the Mission school.

Last #all Father Bosse’, now in charge, returned from 
Liard Post and stated he could do nothing down there until 
some law & order was established. Therefore the matter was 
not further advanced. 

About 15 to 20 indian children might be able to attend 
if a school were started, but to do this it will take a 
full summer season to bring the school into shape. 

It is most respectfully mentioned that perhaps if some 
arrangement coulda be brought about whereby the Teacher 
could be paid for teaching indian children at so much per 
head per day, with a small allowance for books and some 
equipment, it might possibily keep expenses down to reason. 

there is no doubt but what the varents of the Halfbreeds 
should get together and mantain a school at this point, and 
if so, such help as the Yepartment can allowed would be to

On the 28 th of April, Father Rosse’ O.'.I. i/e of 
the R.C. Mission in these parts wus written to and @ copy 
of the Department's letter enclosed, and he was requested 
to notify his Bishop, and also state his views on the 
mattere It is mentioned that his views are the same as 
this Office's - i.e. that nothing much can be done this 
summer, but perhaps next summer it might be possible. 

Mowever whilst Father Bosse’ had this matter in hand 
the attached letter from His Lordship arrived, and so it 
was considered correct to wire The Department. 

As instructed His Lordship has now been written to 
direct, and it is hoped that he will obtain the necessary 
information required from the provincial Authorities. 

Should Wather A. Drean come along after all, he will 
be requested to see the two Indian Shorty Children back 
to their home at Liard Post, these children being reture 
ned from Lejack Mission School on account of medical 
reasons. He will also be given what assistance is poss- 
ible without expense to the Agencye 

It is mentioned in passing that the Indians of Liard 
have had an extremely good season with their fur catches, 
and if the Father does go down to that point, he should

Yor the past few years the matter of a summer 
day school for this far-away Hudson Bay post has been mooted, 
and much correspondence passed as to the best method of proced- 
ure. As quite a few children at this point were half-breeds 
Bishop Bunoz was requested to find out from the B.C. Provincial 
School authorities, exactly what they were prepared to do in 
the way of assistance were a school started. Upto the present 
His Lordship has not replied , giving such data, but has sent 
in Father Drean, O.M.I. with Father Poulette, O.M.I. as his 
Assistant. This summer they have constructed a very fire 
Church-School house, also living quarters. Much of the 
material they brought in with them, and the buildings stand 
on their own owned compound, side on to the Indian Heserve. 
The Department has not assisted in this case at all. The 
nuaber of children at this point that might attend such a 
school is about half Indian-and-nalf halfbreed, it might be 
that the Indians have slichtly more than half at certain times 
shen the nomads come down to this Post. Hovever Father Drean 
requested to know if he could obtain assistance for the 
summer of 1938, and he was promised that the Department would 
be ritten to in regard to school susplies. As the school 
{4s just staring a full equipment would be required, the same 
as all - owed to Me Dames School on its first ovening. 

Salary for the -eacher was carefully avoided, but if same is 
to be paid the sum of 4115.00 is considered reason:ble in 
this most expensive locality. aA school is certainly needed 
here, and the very fact that two Fathers are residing at the 
Post will tend to \ift the general moral tone of the Camp. 
Father Drean was asked if he intended going up to Francis Lake 
in the Yukon, his reply »eing "thet he might do so, but not 
this Fall" As the Hudson Bay Company has recently bought up 
a Trader's Store on “rancis Lake, it is quite expected that the 
R.C.Mission will establish some kind of small Mission house 
there also. Photographs of the above mentioned buildings at 
Liard wil be sibmitted later. May this agency be advised as 
to further action, if any, that the Department considers correct.

Dear Sir:- 


Although I had no hope of success, yet at your 
Suggestion I have appealed to the Government at Victoria 
asking them to co-operate with the Indian Department in the 
support of a Summer school at Liard Post because of the 
half-breeds who live there and who have a right to be pro- 
vided with educational facilities by the Provincial Government. 


The Hon. G. Weir, Minister of Education 
anewered me first that he would give consideration to my 
letter and just lately I have received his formal answer, 
it is verbatim as follows: 


"On consideration of the request made in your 
letter of the 2&th ultimo, I find that the Department 
of Education has no authority to make a grant for a 
Summer school for Indians and half-breeds. As you are 
aware, we are governed by the provisions of the public 
schools Act in the making of grants for school purposes, 
There is no provision of the Act under which we could 
contribute to the cost of a private school such as you 
propose. I regret therefore to inform you that this 
Department is unable to accede to your request for a 
grant of 50% of the cost of operating a scnool at Liard 
Fost for Indians and hali-breeds during the four Summer 
months." 


This answer is no surprise to me, for I have 
watched for long years the policy of the h. C. Government with 
regard to Indians, even half-breeds when they are mingled with 
Indians. Victoria has never contributed a cent towards their 
welfare, so far as I know. 


Now it is up to the Indian Department to provide 
for a Summer School at Liard Post. Abandoned by the Provincial 
Government these poor people should not be abandoned also by 
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R. A. Hoey, B8a. April 24, 1936.

Extract from letter dated July 27th, 1938, from 
Indian Agent Harper Reed, original on file 160-5: 


Liard Post, B.C. As the Department fully knows 
this location is to say the least of the matter - 

a trouble spot. Even this year whilfst Bishop 
Coudret was down that day, another bad break out 
of drunkmess took plece. This attracts all the 
Indians who can come from other Posts, and this 
summer they 211 congregated here. Therefore, his 
Lordship saw many Indians and many children, mostly 
of the McDames district. Really there are very 
few Indian children located at this spost, who can 
be stated as Liard Indians. 


At the time the McDames School was started, Father 
Allard was in charge, that was about 8 years ste 
After the building vas three parts finished Father 
Allard turned his attention to Liard Post, at the 

end of each summer. Then the white men who were 
married to Indian vomen reauested to have a school 
started and offered to build and help same along, 
Watson, LeCormier and Hazelburg being the prime movers. 
Father Allard on this obtained a plot of ground out- 
side the Reserve, and matters were started up. 

no help was given and matters took on the coating 
that the Indian Department should do all this, and 
that it was their business to do s0. After the 
R.C.M.P. Detachment had been moved away, much drun- 
kenness came about, and it has been going on ever 
since. This in itself has induced many more Indian 
families to spend their summers at Liard Post. 


However, it was decided by the R.C. Missions to build 

a Church at Liard Post on their ow compound, and 

this they have accomplished. His Lordship stated 
that here woulc be a very fine plsce to establish 

a winter school. This office would rather not say 

as to if this would be a success or not. 

be seen that there would be trouble ahead, 

Post is only 6 miles south of the Yukon Boundary Line 
and nearly all the real Liard Post Indians are really 
Yukon trappers. It can be seen that most of the 
Indian families would at once request Relief, they 
wold not trap for a pivine but would trap for luxuries 
only. The cost wou e great at this remote location 
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and it would certainly draw Indien families from 
other eng in fact McDames Creek Indians would 

no doubt go to Liard Post. Another point to be 
considered is that of law and order; it is hopeless 
to try and do anything down there until some detach- 
ment of Police is allowed. 


Again - the Edmonton Air Plane Mail Service has just 
established - base on Watson's Lake, a very suitable 
point 30 miles within the Yukon, and it is now under- 
stood that Mr. Watson is running a store. If this 
is so, and it will be checked later on in the season, 
Liard Post as it is today, will go back to just a 
small trading spot, a meeting place of the Dease River 
and the Liard River proper. The matter seems to be 
a real problem at the present time but will be looked 
into and reported upon when the summer's visit to here 
has been completed. 


From the office point of view all these schools must 
be taken in conjunction with the Indians! trapping 
affairs - otherwise it results into a mere question 
of rations and relief. One thing is certain - if 
the Nomads give up or do not use their trapping 
grounds they will be entirely lost to the Indians in 
the near future.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 12th ultimo with reference to the 
school that was conducted at Liard lost during 
the past summer. 


I note your recommendation that the Department 
provide a salary for the coming summer for the 
teacher of this school. iio provision for such 
expenditure was made in our appropriation for the 
fiscal year 1939-40. However, as we are not making 
any erant for the salary of a teacher at Dease Lake 
it has been decided to allow an amount of $100.00 a 
month for 3% months for the teacher at Liard Post 
during, the summer of 1939. 


It should be distinctly understood with those 
in charge of the school that in so far as the Indians 
are concerned ail Indian children must be told on 
September 15 that they are not expected to attend school 
after that date. This understanding will carry out 
your plan that the parents should not be hindered from 
leaving for the trapping ground at the proper season 
of the year. 


You should consult Rt. Rev. i. M. Bunog with a 
view to having him nominate the teacher. I enclose 
staff questionnaire which you should have completed 
and returned to the Department when Bishop Bunog 
advises you of the name of the teacher who will be in 
charge of the school during the summer of 1939.

As reported in the Agent's Diary covering the month of 
September last, this School was then inspected by Dr Meyer 
and my-self, and altho there were a few odd children around 
then,so late in the season , the main number haveing moved 
out for the winter, yet we were able to see the work accom= 
plished during the period they were at school. Some of 
these nomadic children do surprisingly good work, and are 
fast at learning and especially in all sorsts of colour 
work, However at this day school the matter of sanitation 
is stressed, and every child attending has to wash his 
hands etc, for which we have supplied paper towels, and soap 
ere he enters the school-room, and this is regularly adhered 
to. The Rev Father in charge complains that the older girls 
and old women come along with the youngsters, to see that 
they do wash,but never leave without having a wash theme= 
selves; free of charge which of course includes a paper 
Towel. On the whole good work is being done, and were not 
this short period school in operation, the children would be 
growing up , as wild as they were borne 


This is practically the first year this school has been 
operated, certainly the first under salary pay by the Dep-

Seasonal School covering the summer of 1940, 


Under Authority 158-6-1 lay 21 st 1940, permission was 
ranted to open up this school for a term of three months. 
ev Father Poullet 0.M.I. was to have taken charge with a 

Salary of 3100-00 per month, School supplies and some more 

equipment was kindly allowed, and sent down, put the ind- 

fan families refused to come in to the Post and live, 


Several reasons are given for this, Fintly that there was 
an epidemic of influenza just at the time the school shoul 
have opened, and the indiags stayed in the bush. Secondly 
that the indians cannot stay around the Post, and live on 
Store food, as they would have to do, on account of the 
scarcity of Moose and Fish. Thirdly, a reason known to 
the Indian Office mostly, is that the "Whites" have of re- 
cent years been coming into this country, mostly from Fort 
Nelson way, and the indians are really not wanted around 
Liard ‘ost. 

Over many years now, it has been reported that our Indians 
down this way are being "crowded" and that fur resources 
were being "gobbled-up". To-day a very jumpy state of aff- 
airs exists, and the indians-having no areas set aside for 
then in the Yukon, and little or no protection, are more 
nomadic than ever, This Fall several Yukon Families have 
come down the Liard River, passing Liard Post and gone 
trapping down the River from that point. The B.C, Game 
Department are responsible for a whole lot of this move= 
ment, they have pushed trappers up from Fort Nelson, and 
those that are not permitted to trap in B.C, have been en- 
couraged to move along into the Yukon, In all matters are 
in a state of "flux". 


There are five Indian Reserves set aside for our Nomadic 
Indians at Liard Post-these are for the Yukon and B,C. 
families. Yet, knowing this, a new Game Warden stationed 
at Mc Dames Creek and calls at Liard Post quotes:= Sect.15 
of the B,C. Game Act-viz -An Indian unless he is a resident 
shell not hunt or kill game in the Province at any time, 
In this way he causes a paralytic effect to take place on 
The R.C. Mission School, and the resting of Indians on 
those Reserves, A case in pognt is that of Dan Loots whoes 
family have always rested at Liard fost, living on a Res 
erve there, Because this Indian runs a trapline up into th 
Yukon, he is marked "out" by the B.C, Authorities as a 
“yukon Indian.’ Others who are treated as Yukon Families are 
not able to shoot feed around Liard Post which is situated 
under 6 full miles from the Yukon - B,C. Boundary Line, 
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sig AGENCY. Liard PosteR.C. Mission-School. Contiuse2. 


As stated above, lately the Fur Returns have been less and less, 
and unless the Indian produces fur, he is not wanted around @ 
Trading Post, where ‘white trappers will be met with. There always 
was a@ rough white element around this Post, and it seems to-day 
that they have banded together to have the indians remain away 
off in the bush, The five Reserves at this point are valuable, 
and there seems to be some idea about that if the Reserves were 
not there, a very good Afr Field could be created, and "prosper= 
ity” be established for all inhabitants concerned, 


Therefore it is considered that an Indian School at Liard Post 
will continue to meet with misfomfune, and hardships of no end- 
inge 


There seems to be three ways in which schooling to our Wards 
could be accomplished, and they are as follows:- 


That the Teacher should go out to the Indian Camps, where-ever 
they are during the summer time, or remove the site of teaching 
to the Indian Camp at Fish Lakes, about 40 miles S.u, along the 
Fort Nelson Trail. Here Moose and fish will be obtainable for 
many years to come, 

Secondly:- That the Indian Department supplies Rations etc to 
the families who do reside on the Liard Post Reserves, and will 
send their children to the present school, ‘This is much desired 
by the R.C. Mission, but as can be well understood- would be much 
abused when put into force; and result in much disorder as be- 
tween the rouch white trapper and the Indian families, je have 
had too much of this at that point, up to the present. 

Thirdly:- That the R2.C. Mission be told to concentrate their 
efforts, in all ways, towards making, once again; the Me Dames 
Creek Post their Main Headquarters, and so getting the Indian 
‘families to congregate at this point for their summer visits to 
the trading Post. Perhaps it would be possible to issue some 
Rations to the families whoes youngsters attend school at this 
point, in an effort to keep them away from Liard Yost, its-self. 


An attempt will be made to call on Father roullet this winter on- 
way to the Atlin Winter Inspection, when his views will be obe 
tained; it having been impossible to visit this point during the 
past summer, 


From every view=point of common sense, there is no doubt but what 
a R.C.M.eP. Constbalwe should be stationed at Liard Post, there is 
a back‘area of the Yukon here, that requires some real attention 
to-day. However should the B.C, authorities have the power to 
stop our Nomads "Hunting & Fishing" in B.C, during the summers, 
it is not quite known what events will come about as about half 
our Indian Families down that way, do go over the northern bounda. 
line of B.C, during their winter wanderings.

Much correspondance has passed on this subject, the 
real cause of which is due to the fact,that the indians 
find it impossible to stay around the ading Post of 
Liard, owing to the scarcity of meat afid fish. Living 
on Store provisions they go destitute. 


This Mission school is situated in the R.C. Mission 
Seeseeag, which is on their own Compound, and owned by 
them. ather Poullet found it impossible to open up the 
summer school , last season, and how the matter staids 
to-day, is not known. It is considered that he will not 
be able to obtain 10 youngsters to attend. However he 
will, no doubt, teach any youngsters that are around the 
Post at odd times, 


has been considered that a winter school might be 

perated about 60 miles N.=. of Liard Post, at the Fish 
Lakes Camp, on the Fort Nelson Trail. ‘This matter has 
not yet come to a head, for of course the indian famil- 
ies concerned must be made to sign up their intentions 
ere the matter is started, It will entail some expenses 
such as -assisting the indians to build their school 
building - freight on material supplied, and the school 
supplies also, If this should be advanged further, a 
winter season of four or five months teaching is sugges 
ted as reasonable, 


As the whole matter is no wheres near settlement, it #s 
possible that Inspector Coleman, when at Liard Post - 
could go into the affair and reduce facts etc- down to 
paper, and then some concgete idea might be obtained, 


Had it been possible to have visited this location last 
summer, matters would have been more advanced thah they 
are at present, 


Father Poullet.0.M.I. is a very earnest, and rather too 
youthful to be in charge of this large District. It is 
understood that he has to make ends meet -financially, 
as best he can, which in that District is no small 
concern,

Lower Post Summer Day School 


we were amazed to hear that the new Acting Indian Agent of 
the Stikine Agency had no knowledge of a summer day school 
being conducted at Lower Fost until he arrived there by 
boat in June; if the gentleman had only perused his files, 
he would, no doubt, have seen many letters. referring to the 
summer day school at Lower Post; and since no official 
announcement of its closing had been given to him, and no 
new teacher appointed, it was self evident that both school 
and teacher were being maintained; at any rate, if he had 
entertained in his mind any doubt on the matter, surely he 
could have written to us and inquired. 


As you may know from past reports the conduct of the day 
school at Lower Post has been fraught, all along, with 

preat difficulties, on account of the very primitive and 
nomadic spirit of the Indians calling at that post, and 

who are probably the most backward Indians of North america. 
The various war undertakings carried on in that part of the 
country this summer have still added to the ordinary 
difficulties; the excitement of the children on seeing so 
many white men with their strange and noisy machinery, and 
the various war works which their parents were called upon 
to perform in widely scattered areas away from the school, 
made the attendance of the children more unsatisfactory 

than ever; and so little encouragement did Father P. Poullet, 
the school teacher, receive from the local acting Agent, at 
the occasion of his visit, that he decided right there and 
then to follow the latter's sugeestion and stop the school 
altorether. We hope, however, that Father P. Poullet, O.M.I., 
will be compensated over and above for the work he has done 
during a full month previous to your Arent's visit.

Rupert since 1936,I never actually lived with him but was put in charge of the 
outlying missions of Northern British volumbia and the Yukon; for over two yeers I 
made my heedouarters in the Yukon proper,at whitehorse, 

I heve recently visited our missions of Atlin and Telegraph Creek,and 
on thet ocession discussed many problems affecting the indians of that agency with 
my .Sampson,the acting Indian Avent for that district.-In reference to the matter 
contained in your letter of rebr.10,we both agreed that a Summer Day School at 
Lower Post,under the present conditione,is almost useless.he Avent is of the épinion 
that only a boarding school can cope with the situntion;it is also the opinion of 
all the american doctors end other american officials interested in indian affairs 
who have for the past year thoroughly investigated the local conditions of that

I em now in receipt of the retum 
showing that this school was open for a period of one 
month and payment at the rate of $100.00 a month for 
that period will be sent to Father Poullet. In forwarding 
the return the Agent writes in part as follows: 


“The school was briefly reported on in the July 
monthly report for this ageney It was visited July Sra 
and the attendance was on { six although several times that 
number of children was available. The teacher complained 
that he was quite discouraged and did not think he would 
continue the school much longer. As a matter of fact the 
teacher was not giving his full time and energy to 
operating the school as he was employed by the U.S. 
Engineer ng Department Ma ee freight and passengers 
down the Liard River with his boat. 


"If conditions amongst the Indians at Lower 
post remain the same next year I cannot recommend that 
this school be re-opened. ‘The Indian rents show a 
distinet lack of interest in the schoo althou the 
reason for this attitude is not easily discern ble. 
These people are at Lower Post so short a time (3 months 
at the mses) and regard it as a holiday time that it is 
felt the children reflect their parents’ attitude and 
@islike being tied down by school and the ts do not 
try very ha to make their children attend. Unless the 
attendance is very regular the short school term does 
Little or no good as the children forget in the nine 
months they ere away from school most of what they 
learned during the short term. In view of this it is 
considered very questionable whether the expense of a 
teacher is warranted. ‘The results of the teaching are 
so far poor."

While in 
Vancouver in August, 1941, School Inspector G.H. Barry informed 
me that the Lower Post school was a private Roman Catholic 
school and as such did not come under the control of this 
Department. 


Regarding progress at the school, it is 
noted that in a letter to the Department, dated April 12, 1941, 
the former Indian Agent mentioned the fact that the school did 
not open in 1940 owing to poor attendance and that he considered 
it unlikely that the school would open in 1941 for the same 
reason. The school did open in 1941 and the attendance was 
fairly good but as pointed out in my letter of January 22, the 
attendance in 1942 was very poor. In a recent interview with 
Bishop Coudert he stated that he didn't think the Lower Post

I found your letter of March 13 here upon returning from 
a long trip on snow shoes.1 tried in vain to reach Ross River where 
one of our fathers is {isolated since last September;I was unable to 
get through on eccount of the heavy snow on the summit of the mount sin 
ranges and on account of the extremely mild weather;after four days of 
futile attempt and herd going,my guide end I hed to turn back;we were 
one full week on the treail,unable to cover more then 12 to 15 miles 4 any 
Fether Desmarais who has been at Ross River since lest Sumner is conduc- 
ting 2 school et that point for some 15 indian children,but I am absolu- 
tely unable to give you »ny deteiled information,on account of the comple 
te Lack of communicetion with that point since last fell.When he returns 
here next summer I will send you all the particulars concerning this 
new school. 

I wish to thank you for the raise in the salary of our 
teachers;#135.00 is mite s sum and will be ¢ great help to them;I woula/ 
heve preferred by fer,however,to heve their transportetion granted by 
airplane to such 4 plece as Klappan or Cariboo Hide,as it has alweys begn 
in the past ® source of great friction between the mission and the Aren@y 
Those ere the only places where the use of #plene is almost an absolute 
necessity;lster on,if the School is 4 crove for Koss hiver,the latter 
point 21590 should be serviced by plane, though communication by water or 
overland @tween Whitehorse and koss River can be hed during the summer 
months,which is not the case for Klappsn nor Cariboo Hide.-I am feirly 
well acquamited with Western Cenadea @ws good part of the arctic,and I 
can say that,to my knowledge,there is no place so hard to reach es 
Klappen or Cariboo Hide.I defy #eny Official from Ottawe or any other 
Inspector of the Branch to get to those noints otherwise then by air. 


Of course I have not yet paid the famous charter to

I wish to acknowledge your letter of 
January 28. I am sorry I wasn't able, to send a reply to you 
by the last plane, February 15, but, Gdmpletely swamped with 
work which accumuleted @uring my absence in January. 


I am enolosing the copy of a letter 
I wrote to Father Carpentier, who I presumed was in charge of 
the Mission, clearly indicating my attitude towards the plane 
charter to Xlappan, including the offer of 1/5 contribution 
towards the cost of the charter. 


In view of the remarks in your letter 
concerning about the blame upon the undersigned for the 
arrangements made by Father Forget with the pilot for the 
trip to Klappan, I wish to state that I certainly did not 
make any arrangement with Pilot Callison, or anyone else, 
for the trip to Klappan. hen I received word from Father 
Carpentier in late December to the effect that Father Forget 
heé ignored the offer made in my letter of December 19, and 
was chartering the plane himself, I had nothing further to do 
with the arrangements. I understand that Father Foregt hinself 
telegraphed the Northern Air ways asking them to fly out to 
Klappan, and this feot can easily be checked. Father Forget 
did not reply to my letter of December 19 and this fact is 
emple proof of his lack of interest in my offer. 


Another point which you have misunderstood 
is evident in the 9th paragraph of your letter. You stated 
I gave you the impression Father Forget might still hesitate 
to go even though I had offerred to pay part of the charter. 
My remark to you was that I was afraid unless you wired Father 
Forget pot to charter the plane himself he would do so. My 
remark was made in response to your ststement that your Mission 
couldn't possibly pay for the charter. I also told you at that 
time that although Father Forget had ignored my offer to pay 
1/5 the cost, the offer still atood if you wanted to accept it.

% Vr Concerning the Sth paregraph of your 
letter I em quite sure I dnformed you that I had absolutely 

no authority to charter an airoreft for moving school supplies 
out to Klappan, even though the nurse accompanied. As you 
know, in the past the school supplies have been carried by dog- 
sled and horse pack, and the trips I have made personally have 
also been by dog-sled, the cost being considerably less than 
half that of the plane. I repeat here that unless it had been 
for the possibility of combining a charter with the teacher, 
such a plan would not have been entertained for it does not 
give me, or the nurse, enough time to do all the work that it 
required on an infrequent visit such as the one to Klappan. 


In the face of the misunderstanding 
which this matter has caused, and which it appeers is due 
principally to the attitude of Father Forget, I think your 
plan of forwarding the data to Ottawa for settling is the 
wisest course. I certainly can do no more than make good the 
offer to pay one third of the trip, but if my Department feels 
obligated to pay more they will instruct me. 


I am enclosing a cheque for the $45.00 
deposited in the Agency office as part of the cost of the trip, 
and I also enclose a letter addressed to Father Forget from 
the Northern Airways which I am led to believe contains the 
account for the trip. 


In conclusion I would say that if the 
salary for Klappan sgehool is $800.00 as indicated in the 
letter of even date accompany,this one, I feel that it will 
take care of any extra expense entailed in getting out to 
the school, along with the offerred 1/8 cost of charter, 
which will amount to approximately $75.00 if the Northern 
Airways refuses to reduce the amount they have charged.

In discussing the charter trip made by 
Father Forget to Iskut Lake I leerned from the Northern 
Airways that “ather Forget had notified the pilot, Pat 
Callison, thet the Indian Affairs Branch was paying 2,5 of 
the cost. I do not know what Jather Forget would tell the 
pilot thet for, because as you know, my offer was to pay 
1/3 the cost. “y offer wes based upon the weight of our 
respective loads. 


The load which this vepeartment had 
originally arranged to send out was: 


Nurse Dunn 50 

Medical supplies 30 

School books & tools 80 

Ratoons for indians 150 400 
but I am informeé that we did not actually heave that weight. 
The total load taken by ir. Callison was 1200 lbs which means 
thet out of thet total probably 650 lbs. wes “ather Forget's 
load. Under these circumstances , and considering too that 
*ather Forget had previously obstinately refused to take up 
my offer of 1/3 cost, and stated he was chartering the plane 
himself and didn't wigh the assistance of of ny office, I 
certainly can not consider asking the Vepadtment to pay for 
2/5 of the coste 


I also learn from the Lorthern Airways 
that the cost of the charter will be about $225.00, us it 
took them 22 hours flying to get into the lake. “ad weather 
made them turn baex on their first attempr after they had 
got within about ten miles of their destination. Jhen, on 
the final trip to telegraph vreek they found the area 
around the town fogged in and had to return to Buckley Lake 
for two hours to wait until it cleared. *“ersonally I do 
not think that the Northern Airways Compeny should expect 
you to pay for all that flying time when the complete trip 
under normal conditions would have taken lg hours at the very 
most. I would therefore sugvest that you take this up with

When you arrive at an understanding with Mr. simuons I 
would suggest that you bill this office for a third of the cost 
arrived at and I will submit the account to tue “epartment for 
payment.

I beg to acknowledge the Department's letter 
of march 13, file 156-6-1, concerning assistance to school 
teachers proceeding ti seasonal schools in this agency. 


It appears that the Vepartment's letter is the 
result of the Rt. Rev. Bishop. Coudert's representation 
concerning an aircraft charter which Father forget of 
lelegraph Creek ordered, and I am therefore stating as 
briefly as possible, the circumstences of this case and 
submitting the account for the vepartment's decision 
as to what portion should be paid by them, 


The factors in this matter which may assist 
the Department to arrive at a decision are; 

(1)Lest fall Father Forget mentioned vriefly that 
they would probably be taking their supplies (foo€ etc) 
out to Klappan seasonal school by plane, 

(2)The undersigned then stated that if it could be 
arranged the nurse and himself would accompany and share 
the expense as an assistance to the school teacher, or 
Mission, but neither then or subsequently did Father 
Forget ask for any definite commitment, or state his 
definite intentions. 

(3)0n December 15 word came from Bishop Coudert 
that he was anxious to share a charter to VYaribou Hide, 
stopping off at Klappan on the return journey. 

(4)In view of the Bishop{s request it was pointless 
for the undersigned and the nurse to make two trips 
close to each other, so .the senior missionary, Father 
Carpentier, was informed that we would not be able to 
share the trip if they still intended flying their 
supplies out to Klappen. father Carpentier replied « 
that it would work out for the best for the Mission 
as there was enough supplies to take out to load pe 
plane, without any additional extra weight. :

He also informed the Northern Airweys agent at Telegraph 
vyeek that he was undertaking the charter unassisted and 
that Nurse Dunn was going as his guest. 
(10) Bishop Coudert was interviewed in Whitehorse January 
5th and informed of the situation. He told the undersigned 
thet the Mission couldn't possibly pay for such a trip 
without assistance, so wes informed that unless he wireé 
Sather Forget not to charter the latter would be making the 
trip. 


There has been some lengthy correspondence from 
Bishop Coudert over this matter since it occurred end he has 
endeavored to place the blame on this office for chartering 
the plane, although we had absolutely nothing to do with it.

With reference to the vacancy for 4& teacher 
at the Metlakatla Indian Day School, skeena River Agency, 
I may say that I have interviewed this afternoon Miss 
Norma Francis Fullerton, 446 Marmont Road, New Nestminster, 
B.O., a candidate for the above position. 


Miss Fullerton is a member of the Church of 
England and is twenty-two years of age. She received 
her elementary education in Alberta and some two years 
of high school work in New Westminster where she also 
took a further years commercial training. Cn completion 
of her education she taught for one year in commercial 
school. Miss Fullerton's brother, who was with the 
Royal Air Force, Was killed overseas 4 few weeks ago and 
the girl is anxious to go to Metlakatla. She has expres- 
sed herself to me as perfectly prepared to live alone. 


Inspector Larry, after a somewhat lengthy 
interview with Miss Fullerton, considers that she might 
well be appointed teacher of the Metlakatla Indian Day 
School on a temporary basis for five months as from 
January 1, 1948.

Miee hicCarthy 
began dutiee on February iZth; ehe taught 33 daye in the 
Mareh quarter and 45 daye in the June quarter. lowever, in 
view of your explanation of the resgone for the cloeing of 
the school on the 15th of June, the Department hae agreed 
to allow her full salary for the quarter. A cheque for 
$67.50, being the balance due, ie being gent, as well ae a 
cheque for $15, being bonue for month of June. 


The teacher should etate, on the return, the 
reaecone gor cloeing the echool on other than the regular 
datec. I would point out that there are 200 teaching daye 
in the school year, and it ie expected that, unleee circum- 
etancee prevent, teachers will conduct claseee the full 
period, in order to draw the fuil yearly selary.

Considered advisable to make any attempt to repair the 
school as this building should be torn down. It is sag- 
ging badly and I am really concerned at times as to the 
safety of using it. The floors are slowly collapsing, 
but 1t may be possible to keep it in use for this coming 
year. 


The teacherage can be repaired and made more hab- 
itable by completing the shingling of the roof and painting 
the entire roof. I made a careful examination of the house 
yesterday and it is recommended that the kitchen be painted 
and the living room and dining room be lined with Donnaconda 
board. Plaster on walls and ceilings is breaking away badly 
and to keep the place livable it must be lined at once.

There is sufficient 
material in these two buildings to erect a two room school 
bye suitable for the needs of Metlakatla for many years 

o come. 


I realize from correspondence to hand that funds are 
limited under the Educational Vote, but if provision can be 
made, it would seem advantageous in every way to get this 
School erected this winter. On receipt of your advice I 
will get firm bids from reliable firms for the job. My est- 
imate for the work is as follows:

On Saturday morning, November 15th, 1947, the Day 
School building was inspected in conjunction with the Coun- 
cil and found to be in a very dangerous condition. On Tues= 
day, November 18th, I went over this building again with a 
competent construction man from Prince Rupert, Mr. Roy Wicks, 
who confirmed my opinion and that of the Council that the 
building was unsafe for the use of children as a school, 
The foundations are rotten and the building is in process of 
collapse at both ends. The walls are bulging out and the 
floor has a bad slope. Both end walls are sinking into the 
ground. In view of these findings, a Council was held and I 
informed them that the school was closed. After considerable 
discussion an arrangement was reached whereby the Church Army 
Hall could be rented for $25.00 a month. The School was moved 
into this Hall and is now operating there. It is requested 
that the action taken be confirmed as to closing the School 
and the be of the Church Army Hall at stated rate as 
from November 18th. Authority is also requested to purchase 
glass and putty for this building at a cost of Wy ft - Author- 
ity is also requested to submit wage sheets for $37.80 for 
labor of seven men engaged for 56 hrs. @ 674¢ an hour to move 
the entire effects of the school to the Church Army Hall, 
including installation of blackboards, setting up of stove, 
moving desks, cupboards, stock, fuel and all supplies, also 
glazing broken windows. 


The situation was considered of an emergency nature 
and the action taken had in mind the need of continuation of 
studies of the pupils who aré making splendid yoegrere under 
a very capable teacher.

We have your letter of the 4th instant, 
file 12-ll-l1, with reference to the condition of the 
Metlakatla Day School. It is noted that it has been 
necessary to make arrangements to abandon the school 
and rent the church army hall. we will allow a 
rental at the rate of $25.00 a month for the latter 
building effective from November 18th, 1947. 


The Department will also pay the expenses 
of $37.80 which were incurred in transferring the 
school furnishings from the old school to the church 
army hall. 


You do not make any comment on \ir.Anfield's 
letter of November 26th with reference to purchasing 
two loxstave buildings. If necessary to pay for these 
buildings at the present tine, we could find the amount 
of $100. at which amount the Agent states they can be 
purchased. 


The moving of them and the making of neces- 
sary repairs in order to have them suitable for our 
purposes as a day school will have to be delayed until 
the next fiscal year when funds will be available.

the rate of 425.00 a month. the school was moved into this 
pbuilding and is now operating there. 


Although it is regretted thet the dengerous condition 
of this building was not the subject of a report at an 
earlier date the section taken by ur. Anfield was no doubt 
warranted and the a ransement is recommended for aoprovale 


I would elso recommend that th Department approve 
an expenditure of 437.80 for transferring the school furnishings 
to the church army hall and re-installing then there. I do 
not feel however that the Department should be called upon 
to meet the cost of repairing the building as the rental 
asked is, in my opinion, sufficient to take car of these 
reoairs. Payment of the cost of vlass and putty for the 
building by the Devartment is not recommended.
